Break Record
In Final Rush

More Than 400,000 Returns
Handled in Manhattan on
Last Day; Mail Receipts
Are Heaviest in History

Large Sums Received
» .-

Payments Range From One
Cent to $8,000,000; The-
atrical Stars Stand in Line

John D, Rockefellcr's secretary waa
tlbowed by a man in, overalla ln the
greatest rush the offlce of tho Collec-
tor of Internal Revenue ever has seen
yesterday afternoon when those who
had waited until the last day to lilo
their income tax returns at the Cus-
tom House jostled about in tho lobbyof the building waiting for their time
to hand in their payments.
Although at midnight William H.

Edwards, Collector of Internal Revenue.
said no figures were available as to
the amount in laxes that had been
paid, it was the heaviest day of the
year, and thnt probably in Manhattan
alone more than 400,000 separate re-
turns had been Handled. Last year he
said there were about 350,000 returns
handled at his offlce.
"The increasod number of returns,"Collector Edwards said, "can be ex¬

plained by the fact that increased
wages and salarie3 this year cause
more persons to bo in the income tax
paying class. The actual cash receivedthis year may not equal last year'sreceipt because of the lower rate of
taxation."

City Postoffices Crowdcd
The crti'sh in tho lobbies and offlces

adjacent to the revenue collector's of¬
fice at the Custom House yesterday
was not confined there. In postofflces
throughout the city, and particularly
at the main offlce in the Postoffice
Building, long lines of persons seekingpostoffice money orders were seen
throughout the day, growing to largeproportions at 4 o'cloek and graduallyswelling until, at (i o'cloek, everyavailable clerk in the different post¬offlces had been placed at work fillingin money order blanks. It was ap¬
parent that the large amount of in¬
come taxes received at the Custom
House vesterday by mail would be
cqualed if not surpassed to-day, when
the hundreds of letters containing
money orders and checks covering pay¬
ments of the tax are received.
The mail receipts at tho Custom

House yesterday wero the heaviest in
history. Two hundred clerks were keptbusy opening and sorting the maii and
arranging retnrns for the cashiers' offl¬
ces. One clerk opened a letter cor-
taining a payment of a tax of one cent
by a woman in Harlem, who had spent12 cents registering the letter. The
same clerk a moment later opened a
letter containing a certified check for
$5,000,000, tho payment of one-fourth
of the tax of one of the biggest cor¬
porations in the Wall Street district.

Biggest Payers Delay Returns
Tho largest taxpayers, waiting until

the last moment to make their returns,
owing to the huge amount they could
save in interest charges by each day'.:
delay, went to the Custom House al¬
most at the samo time, between noon
and 4 o'cloek yesterday. Among them
were .Mr. Rockefellcr's secretary and
representatives of Henry P. Davison,
Charles H. Sabin, Thomas W. Lamont
and others.
Broadway's brightest stars were

there, among them Mme. Luisa Tetraz-
zini and John McCormack. Motion
picture men inducer Mme. Tetrazzini to
poso with Collector Edwards, and she
smile-d and kissed goodhy to her hand-
ful of bills, adding: "I wish my in¬
come tax were larger. I love the
United States so much." ,

lt was estimated John McCormack's
tax totaled more than $145,000.
One payment made yesterday after¬

noon, it is understood, amounted to
$8,000,000, which represented one-
fourth of the totf' tax of the concern
which sent it. Another quarterly pay¬
ment was $4,000,000.
The Federal Reserve Bank remained

open last night until midnight to re¬
ceive the checks that continued to be
sent there from the Custom House.

B. M. Gardner, Collector, of Internal
Revenue in Brooklyn, declared last
night he believed the amount received
there this year would exceed that of
last year by several millions, and that
the total tax would reach almost $100,-
000,000. Every available employeethero was at work all day yesterday re-
ceiving the tax returns.

Kin Must Pay for Dead
In French Cemeteries

U. S. Will Maintain (Grave» of
Soldiers in American Burial

Places Overseas
From T/ta Tribuntt'a Waahington Bureau
"WASHINGTON, March 15. The

Amorican government will defray all
thc expcnscB of burial of United Staten
soldiers in American cemeteries in
France and the maintenance of the
graves, but whero relativea desire the
permanent interment bo made in
French cemeteries the costs must be
borno by tho next of kin, the War De-
partmenfc unnounced to-day.

ln tho cases of bodies to be left ln
tho French cemeteries the relatives will
be required to assume the future care
of the grave and tho responsibility of
paymont for the permanent burial place
of the soldier or any other charges ln
connection with the maintenance of thc
grave.
The government will bear the ex-

penae of transferring the bodies of
thoae to remnin in permanent French
cemeteries. The object of Riov/ <i or

transferring these bodies from where
they are now will be to concentratc
them in American cemeteries to be scl-
Iccted so as to sirnplify the matter of
future care and maintenance.

This policy in no wise affects the
present plan of tho return to the
United States of bodies where roquests
for such action have been placed with
thc Graves Rerristration Service, office
of the quartermaster general.

Courts Close To-day in
Honor of Justice Philbin
All state, city and county courts will

bo closed to-day in tribute to Justice
Eugene A. Phiibin, of the Appellate
Division of tho Supreme Court. who
died of pneumonia Sunday and whose
funeral will be held this morning at
11 o'clock in St. Patrick's Cathedral.
The .iustices of tha Appellate Divi-

cion, headed by Presiding Justice John
Proctor Clarke, will act as honorary
pallbearers.
Yesterday in the various local courts

tho judges united in lumenting the
death of Justice Philbin. Supreme,
Court Justice Giegeric.h spoke to al
large gathering of lawyers and tales-
men of Justice Philbin as an able, con-
scientious, indugtrious and fearless
judge. Several lawyers, addressing
tho court, spoke of Justice Philbin's
ability as a jiirist and his many benovo-
lencea. Justice Giegorich directed that
a full account of the proceedings be
written into the minutes. i

Supreme Court Justice Lyon, in ad-
dreBsing the lawyers and others in his
courtroom, snoke of Justice Philbin's
great ability and said that the Supreme
Court had suffered a great loss through
his death.

Similar sentimejits were expressed!
by Justice Frederick Kernochan, in the
Court of Special Sessions; Chief As-
sistant District Attorney Alfred J.
Talley, in Part 1 of General Sessions,
who told of some of things Justice
Philbin had done; Judge Louis D.
Gibbs. of tho Bronx County Court;
Corporation Counsel Burr and Park
Commissioner Gallatin.

Lieut. Blessing, 7 Times
On Honor Roll, Is Dead
Lieutenant Francia Blessing- thirt^-

five years old, an honor man of the Fire
Department and head of the Rescue
Squad, died of pneumonia at the St.
Lawrence Hospital, Brooklyn, early yes¬
terday morning.

Lieutenant Blessing was appointed a

fireman in 1907, and detailed as chauf-
feur for Chief Croker. Upon the or¬
ganization of the Rescue Squad, in
1915, he was transferred to that body
as a fireman, later becoming its head.

His name appeared seven times on
the honor roll of the Fire Department.
In January, 1912, he and two other
firemen made an unsuccessful effort to
rescue three men from the roof of the
old Equitable Building in the fire which
destroyed that structure.

In October. 1918, following an ex-
position on the submarine 0-5 in the
navy yard. Blessing and two others
risked their lives in going into the
hold of the burning vessel and rescuingthe body of Ensign N. J. Sharkey, who
had been killed by the einplosion. In
recognition of this act Lie-utenant Bles¬
sing was awarded the Bennett medal
last year.
